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Ken  Orr 


1  resbyterian  College  "is  an  institution  that  has  taken 
quite  seriously  its  basic  mission:  an  emphasis  on  values  and 
a  concern  for  academic  excellence." 

These  factors — plus  the  school's  potential  for  future 
service — impress  Dr.  Kenneth  B.  Orr  as  he  begins  to  settle 
in  as  PC's  15th  president.  He  added: 

"The  College  has  a  strong  tradition,  fine  support  from 
many  loyal  alumni  and  friends  and  an  excellent  reputation. 
Building  on  these  strengths,  PC  can  continue  to  move  ahead 
and  become  even  more  widely  recognized  as  one  of  the 
premier  liberal  arts  colleges  in  the  country." 

He  also  likes  the  continued  strong  church  affiliation. 
"There  are  some  institutions,"  he  said,  "that  have  attempted 
to  be  less  than  honest  about  their  church  relationships. 
This  school  has  had  the  integrity  of  maintaining  its  church- 
related  ties." 

Kenneth  Bradley  Orr  arrived  on  campus  in  mid-July 
to  start  his  work  as  successor  to  Dr.  Marc  C.  Weersing, 
retiring  after  16  years  in  office.  The  46-year-old  Charlotte 
native  brought  with  him  an  unusual  combination  of 
talent,  training  and  commitment. 


Times  ahead  demand  careful  management 

The  new  president  is  a  churchman-educator  who  seri- 
ously considered  a  business  career  ...  a  former  football 
player  who  won  scholarly  acclaim  for  his  PhD  dissertation 
...  a  former  Air  Force  pilot  who  swapped  his  wings  for 
clerical  robes.  He  served  as  a  pastor  for  more  than  three 
years  before  moving  into  Christian  higher  education,  first 
at  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia  and  then  as 
president  of  Presbyterian  School  of  Christian  Education. 

His  energetic  "track  record"  in  each  endeavor  strongly 
suggested  to  PC's  presidential  search  committee  that  here 
was  a  man  for  all  seasons — well-constituted  to  lead 
Presbyterian  College  at  an  unusual  time  in  its  history. 

In  reaching  its  100th  anniversary  next  year,  PC  also 
completes  its  25-year  development  plan  that  has  brought 
this  College  to  the  forward  ranks  of  Southern  private

education.  The  road  ahead  is  open  for  yet  greater  achieve- 
ment. But  it  holds  more  hazards  than  ever  before — 
especially  financial  hazards  that  will  demand  even  more 
careful  planning,  management  and  concerted  effort. 
Soaring  inflation  has  brought  every  college  and  university 
face-to-face  with  the  reality  that  only  the  fittest  may  survive 
the  next  two  decades. 

Dr.  Orr  is  optimistic.  He  said: 

"A  top  priority  over  the  next  year  or  so  will  be  to 
develop  a  carefully  detailed  long-range  plan  that  projects 
to  the  year  2,000.  It  will  clearly  define  our  mission  and  how 
it  should  be  achieved.  Proper  management  also  means 
developing  a  common  consensus  about  the  plan  and 
harnessing  administrative  energy  to  it.  TTien,  as  we  begin 
to  etch  the  plan,  we  will  draw  more  and  more  support. 
I'm  convinced  PC  has  a  great  future." 

After  getting  oriented  on  College  operations,  Orr  plans 
to  spend  more  than  half  of  his  time  in  development  work. 
He  has  a  proven  record  as  a  raiser  of  funds  from  founda- 
tions and  corporations  as  well  as  from  individuals.  He 
also  recognizes  that,  along  with  PC  progress,  has  come  a 
limited  amount  of  short-term  debt  as  the  result  of  some 
inflation-fed  cost  overruns  in  recent  construction.  Elimi- 
nating this  debt  and  adding  to  PC's  $7  million  endowment 
will  enhance  the  financial  base. 

Interestingly  enough,  the  subject  of  Dr.  Orr's  disserta- 
tion at  the  University  of  Michigan  dealt  with  an  earlier 
period  of  economic  uncertainty.  That  research  work — 
entitled  The  Impact  of  the  Depression  Years,  1929-39,  on 
Faculty  in  American  Colleges  and  Universities — received 
the  1979  "Dissertation  of  the  Year"  award  from  the 
Association  for  the  Study  of  Higher  Education. 

"This  study  gave  me  a  perspective  of  what  financial 
stress  can  do  to  an  institution,"  he  said.  "I  also  learned 
that  financial  stress  is  not  necessarily  a  negative  factor. 
Many  institutions  in  the  1930's  became  stronger  and 
better-managed  because  they  had  to  be  more  careful." 

Ken  Orr  came  here  recognized  for  his  ability  as  a 
manager  in  other  administrative  positions  he  has  filled. 

As  president  of  the  Presbyterian  School  of  Christian 


Education  (Richmond)  from  1974  until  this  summer,  he 
greatly  enlarged  that  institution's  service  to  the  church. 
Recognizing  that  regular  enrollment  at  this  two-year 
graduate  school  for  lay  leaders  had  its  limits,  he  moved 
PSCE  extensively  into  a  continuing  education  program 
and  inaugurated  an  innovative  Center  for  the  Aging.  Total 
enrollment  in  all  programs  during  his  tenure  increased 
from  250  to  more  than  1,000. 


V,.^rr  also  strengthened  the  faculty,  assembled  a  smooth 
administrative  team  and  gave  PSCE  a  new  sense  of 
mission.  He  initiated  the  school's  first  active  development 
program  to  augment  General  Assembly  support.  As  a 
result,  grants  were  received  from  more  than  20  foundations 
and  annual  support  increased  by  34  percent  as  alumni 
participation  jumped  from  10  percent  to  49  percent.  Reno- 
vation of  practically  all  of  the  plant  facilities  and 
construction  of  a  continuing  education  living-learning 
center  were  underwritten  by  these  gifts. 

When  Dr.  Orr  announced  his  acceptance  of  the  Presby- 
terian College  position,  PSCE  trustee  chairman  Virginia 
Chewning,  a  Richmond  business  woman,  said: 

"Ken  has  occupied  the  central  role  in  the  life  of  PSCE 
for  the  past  five  years.  Not  only  has  he  demonstrated  his 
exceptional  abilities  in  planning  and  coordinating  faculty, 
staff  and  board,  but  he  has  advocated  vigorously  for 
PSCE  with  many  individuals  and  groups.  We  shall  reap 
the  benefits  of  his  interest  and  dedication  for  many  years. 
How  fortunate  Presbyterian  College  will  be  to  have  such 
a  president  as  Ken  Orr." 

Before  assuming  the  PSCE  presidency,  Orr  spent 
almost  ten  years  (1964-74)  on  the  staff  of  Union  Seminary. 
Holder  of  two  degrees  from  that  institution,  he  was 
enlisted  by  then  president  Dr.  James  A.  Jones  to  return 
as  assistant  to  the  president  to  help  spearhead  a  planned 
$8  million  fund-raising  campaign. 

This  largest  drive  in  Union  history  was  carried  right 
to  the  "grassroots"  in  all  presbyteries  of  the  four  synods

that  supported  the  seminary  then.  Its  success  undergirded 
the  school  at  a  crucial  time.  During  this  period  and  after 
becoming  vice-president  under  Dr.  Fred  R.  Stair,  Jr.,  in 
1968,  Orr  held  responsibilities  in  the  areas  of  fund-raising 
and  development,  public  relations,  publications,  admis- 
sions, alumni  and  constituent  relations,  and  information 
services.  He  received  a  number  of  national  awards  for  the 
quality  of  his  work. 

A  different  type  of  challenge  had  faced  Orr  during  the 
three  years  of  his  parish  ministry  (1961-64)  in  Roanoke, 
Va.  The  West  End  Presbyterian  Church  he  served  was  an 
urban  church  located  in  a  changing  neighborhood.  Fresh 
from  his  seminary  student  days,  he  found  the  work  both 
exciting  and  demanding  as  he  gradually  developed  a 
ministry  to  fill  the  special  needs  while  also  paying  off  the 
debt  and  updating  facilities. 

Although  his  undergraduate  training  at  Duke  University 
was  in  business  administration  and  he  seriously  considered 
a  career  in  this  field.  Ken  Orr  was  pulled  by  his  heritage 
into  full-time  Christian  service  with  an  education  emphasis. 
His  grandfather — Dr.  W.  W.  Orr  of  Charlotte — was  an 
Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  minister  who,  at  one 
time,  headed  a  private  academy  in  Huntersville,  N.  C.  Two 
uncles  and  three  cousins  also  entered  the  ministry.  One  of 
these  uncles.  Dr.  Will  W.  Orr,  also  had  a  successful  tenure 
as  president  of  Westminster  College,  the  Presbyterian- 
related  institution  in  Pennsylvania.  And  first  cousin 
Charlotte  Orr  is  the  wife  of  Dr.  J.  Calvin  Reed,  retired 
Presbyterian  minister  now  living  at  Hilton  Head  Island 
and  supplying  that  church  and  others  on  an  interim  basis. 

Scouting,  football  and  a  touch  of  commerce 

Ken  Orr's  father  was  the  late  Frank  W.  Orr,  a  Charlotte 
attorney  for  more  than  50  years  until  his  death  in  1972.  He 
was  a  ruling  elder  in  the  Westminster  Presbyterian  Church — 
into  which  he  took  his  family  as  charter  members  when  it 
was  established  in  1950.  Ken's  mother  (now  Mrs.  John 
Eppley)  continues  to  live  in  Charlotte  and  remains  active 
in  the  church,  as  does  his  stepfather,  who  is  a  ruling  elder. 

While  some  of  Ken  Orr's  early  life  centered  around  the 
church,  athletics  and  Boy  Scout  activities  ranked  high 
among  his  priorities.  He  was  an  All-City  football  guard 
at  Charlotte's  Central  High  School,  and  upon  graduation 
in  1950  received  the  Christian  Athlete  Award.  In  rising  to 
the  rank  of  Eagle  Scout — including  five  summers  of  work 
at  Camp  Steere — he  developed  a  love  for  the  out-of-doors 
which  continues  to  this  day. 

Although  contacted  by  some  colleges  (including  PC)  as 
a  football  prospect,  Orr  decided  to  concentrate  on  his 
studies  and  other  extracurricular  activities  as  a  Duke 
student.  His  major  there  was  business  administration. 
Outside  the  classroom,  he  served  as  president  of  the  YMCA 
and  was  elected  to  Omicron  Delta  Kappa  leadership 
fraternity,  Order  of  Red  Friars  (seven  top  seniors)  and 
Who's  Who  Among  Students  in  American  Colleges  and 


Universities.  He  also  was  a  member  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
social  fraternity. 

After  graduating  from  Duke  in  1954  with  BA  degree 
and  reserve  commission  in  the  US  Air  Force,  Ken  Orr 
joined  the  Proctor  &  Gamble  organization  as  a  sales 
representative. 

"I  sold  soap  all  over  the  upper  part  of  South  Carolina," 
he  laughed.  "Actually,  there  were  six  counties  that  I  was 
expected  to  cover  right  down  to  the  last  cross-roads  store. 
I  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  work  and  the  people.  And  I  got  a 
real  appreciation  for  how  the  commercial  community 
operates — and  the  central  role  that  sales  play  in  the 
operation.  This  appreciation  for  merchandising  and  mar- 
keting techniques  has  served  me  well  in  every  other  field 
of  endeavor."

pper-South  Carolina  merchants  lost  their  affable 
salesman  in  February,  1955,  when  the  Air  Force  called  Orr 
to  active  duty.  After  12  months  of  pilot  training,  he  received 
his  "wings"  at  Reese  Air  Force  Base  in  Lubbock,  Tex.,  and 
subsequently  was  stationed  in  North  Carolina,  Texas, 
Florida,  Vermont  and  Arizona.  In  Vermont,  he  spent  time 
as  an  aircraft  controller  with  the  Air  Defense  Command 
while  also  flying  with  the  37th  Fighter  Interceptor 
Squadron.  He  left  active  duty  as  a  first  lieutenant  in  1957, 
continued  in  the  reserve  for  ten  years  and  was  a  captain 
at  the  time  he  resigned  his  commission. 

"Learning  to  fly  solo  is  quite  an  experience,"  he  recalled. 
"In  those  months  of  intensive  flight  training  and  in  the 
controller  job,  I  learned  a  sense  of  self-discipline.  And  I 
gained  more  confidence  in  myself,  in  realizing  that  I  could 
come  through  in  a  pressure  situation  when  the  chips  are 
down." 

Although  Proctor  &  Gamble  offered  renewed  business 
opportunities.  Ken  Orr  left  the  Air  Force  with  the  firm 
decision  to  enter  the  seminary.  His  days  at  Union  proved 
fruitful  in  many  ways — but  especially  in  awakening  within 
him  the  strong  urge  toward  intellectual  pursuits.  When  he 
received  his  divinity  degree  (cum  laude)  in  1960,  he  also  was 
awarded  the  Charles  D.  Larus  Fellowship  for  advanced 
theological  study.  Instead  of  accepting  an  opportunity  to 
go  to  Yale  University,  he  remained  at  Union  for  another 
year  to  earn  his  master  of  theology  degree  and  work  as  a 
graduate  student  assistant. 

When  Orr  left  the  seminary  to  begin  his  ministry  at  the 
Roanoke  church,  he  took  with  him  his  bride  of  one  year. 
He  and  the  former  Janice  Ann  Jarrett  of  Tallahassee,  Fla., 
had  been  married  in  1960,  immediately  after  he  received  his 
divinity  degree.  A  Florida  State  University  graduate  and 
daughter  of  Mrs.  Gordon  H.  Jarrett,  she  was  teaching 
school  in  Atlanta  at  the  time  of  their  engagement. 

Janice  Orr  now  has  her  hands  full  as  the  mother  of  three 
sons — Kevin  (14),  Jeffrey  (10)  and  Jonathan  (6).  But  she 
does  try  to  find  time  to  continue  her  painting,  which  has

been  an  important  part  of  her  life  since  early  childhood. 

"I  paint  when  I  know  I  won't  be  interrupted,  and  there 
isn't  much  time  for  that.  But  that's  the  way  I  have  wanted 
it.  Now,  with  all  of  the  boys  in  school,  perhaps  I  can  get 
in  more  painting  and  take  a  few  classes." 

Ken  Orr  likes  to  take  his  family  camping.  They  spend 
some  weekends  in  the  mountains  and  last  summer  took 
their  pop-up  tent  camper  on  a  two-week  trip  to  Maine  and 
Canada.  Of  this  activity,  Mrs.  Orr  said: 

"I  was  never  very  athletic  and  outdoorsy,  but  when 
you're  the  only  female  in  the  house,  you  learn  to  enjoy 
camping,  fishing,  swimming,  boating  and  going  to  ball 
games.  They  go  with  me  to  art  shows  and  museums 
occasionally,  though — usually  under  duress." 

For  a  number  of  years  now,  the  family  has  spent  its 
annual  vacation  at  Ocean  Isle,  N.  C,  located  between 
Wilmington  and  Myrtle  Beach.  It's  a  good  place  for  those 
who  love  painting  as  well  as  for  those  who  love  the  outdoor 
life.

1,200  research  cards  on  a  summer  vacation 

Dr.  Orr  recalled  going  there  one  summer  while  in  the 
midst  of  writing  his  doctoral  dissertation.  Wanting  to 
continue  his  work,  he  needed  to  carry  along  his  research 
material,  which  had  been  painstakingly  compiled  on  1,200 
index  cards  over  a  period  of  many  months.  His  concern  was 
that  some  accident  or  sudden  hard  "blow"  from  the  sea 
might  scatter  the  cards  over  several  miles  of  beach.  A  friend 
solved  the  problem  by  supplying  a  small  safe — so  the 
valuable  card  file  was  checked  in  and  out  of  the  safe 
throughout  the  vacation. 

Orr's  decision  to  seek  his  doctorate  in  higher  education 
came  during  his  early  years  on  the  Union  Seminary  staff 


He  chose  the  University  of  Michigan's  Center  for  the  Study 
of  Higher  Education  because  of  its  reputation  in  the  field. 
It  was  even  more  of  a  project  than  he  had  anticipated. 
Union  gave  him  a  sabbatical  year  (1969-70)  to  spend  at 
Michigan,  and  he  returned  the  next  two  summers  to 
complete  the  course  work.  Then,  he  settled  into  the  long 
haul  of  researching  and  writing  his  dissertation — squeezing 
it  into  his  full-time  schedule  of  administrative  responsi- 
bilities. His  goal  was  to  write  two  chapters  per  summer 
until  completion  of  the  work,  which  ran  to  415  pages.

.is  PhD  degree  was  formally  awarded  in  April,  1978. 
Commenting  upon  Orr's  efforts,  his  senior  professor  at  the 
University  of  Michigan,  Dr.  Robert  T.  Blackburn,  wrote: 

"Not  only  was  I  impressed  with  the  quality  of  Ken  Orr's 
work,  as  was  everyone  here,  but  I  am  overwhelmed  by  his 
diligence  and  persistence  to  complete  a  task  that  he  has 
undertaken  and  to  manage  to  keep  it  alive  and  going  even 
after  it  is  done.  He  did  his  dissertation  with  me,  an 
outstanding  one  on  the  state  of  higher  education,  and 
particularly  on  faculty,  as  events  took  place  during  the 
Great  Depression,  1929-39.  Not  only  is  it  historical 
scholarship  of  the  highest  quality  and  of  great  interest,  it 
is  extraordinarily  well-written." 

An  excerpt  from  that  dissertation  appears  in  the 
spring  issue  of  Review  of  Higher  Education.  Also  earlier  this 
year,  his  analysis  of  the  situation  among  church  educators 
was  carried  in  the  Journal  for  Preachers.  They  are  the  most 
recent  of  his  numerous  published  articles  on  church  and 
education-related  subjects.  Among  his  Richmond  activities. 
Dr.  Orr  held  the  position  of  associate  editor  of  Interpreta- 
tions, a  noted  scholarly  journal  of  Bible  and  theology 
read  by  subscribers  in  85  countries.

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The  Orr  philosophy  of  education 


My  philosophy  of  education  is  rooted  in  my  under- 
standing of  the  central  Judeo-Christian  concepts  of  the 
dignity  of  man  created  in  the  image  of  God,  the  interrelated- 
ness  of  knowledge  in  the  pursuit  of  truth  and  understanding, 
and  the  strong  human  need  for  life-long  learning  and 
growth.  I  believe  a  church-related  college  can  best 
provide  the  setting  in  which  these  concepts  can  be 
prominent  and  persuasive. 

True  learning  occurs  through  the  total  impact  of  the 
academic  community,  not  merely  through  separate  courses 
or  related  activities.  It  is  a  responsibility  of  the  president, 
administration  and  faculty  to  foster  a  cordial  climate  that 
respects  the  dignity  and  potential  for  development  of 
individual  students.  In  this  setting,  the  concern  for 
Christian  values  and  moral  commitment  are  taught  by 
personal  example  as  well  as  by  systematic  academic 
inquiry. 

I  believe  in  the  liberal  arts  because  I  believe  in  the 
interrelatedness  of  knowledge.  True  knowledge  is  more  than 
the  mastery  of  a  subject,  methodology  or  skill.  These  are 
but  avenues  that  lead  to  truth  and  understanding.  A  com- 
prehensive education  acquaints  a  student  with  the  wide 
vistas  of  human  inquiry.  The  goal  is  more  than  voguish 
preparation  for  specific  jobs.  It  is  the  development  of  a 
personal  perspective  that  encourages  critical  reflection 
about  the  meaning  of  life  in  our  culture.   Students  are 


best  served  when  they  are  taught  to  think  independently 
and  wisely;  when  they  are  able  to  present  issues  and  ideas 
clearly;  when  they  are  able  to  write  and  communicate 
cogently.  A  church-related  college,  with  its  concern  for 
personal  development,  has  a  unique  opportunity  to  provide 
this  quality  education  for  its  students. 

The  pursuit  of  knowledge  is  a  life-long  necessity,  since 
the  average  person  changes  jobs  five  times  and  careers  once. 
The  college  years  are  a  formative  stage  for  students  on  the 
threshold  of  the  responsibilities  of  adulthood  and  parenting. 
Effective  college  training  can  provide  the  impetus  for  con- 
tinued learning  by  awakening  a  curiosity  for  ideas  and  by 
nurturing  a  respect  for  knowledge.  Learning  must  advance 
if  one  is  to  develop  the  maturity  needed  to  cope  with  the 
many  stages  and  stresses  of  life.  Only  in  this  way  can  the 
richness  of  life's  experiences  contribute  to  a  fulfilling 
sense  of  satisfaction  and  wholeness. 

The  president  of  Presbyterian  College,  by  personal 
example,  should  be  a  leader  who  can  guide  the  further 
development  of  the  academic  community  by  emphasizing 
excellence.  The  president  should  also  be  able  to  have  a  vision 
of  the  future  and  the  capacity  to  guide  the  institution 
carefully  and  prudently  to  achieve  its  goals.  And  the 
president  should  be  one  fully  committed  to  the  unique 
mission  of  a  church-related  college  that  takes  seriously 
its  heritage. 


Within  the  courts  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  US,  Ken 
Orr  has  served  as  a  presbytery  moderator  and  on  various 
committees.  He  was  chairman  of  the  General  Assembly's 
Ad  Interim  Committee  on  the  Church's  Use  of  Her 
Ordained  Ministry,  a  study  which  extended  over  three 
years  and  resulted  in  26  amendments  to  the  Book  of 
Church  Order.

Jthough  the  types  of  schools  he  has  served  previously 
are  not  hke  PC,  he  feels  the  administrative  duties  will  be 
quite  similar.  He  does  not  expect  much  change  as  far  as 
his  role  is  concerned.  As  for  staff  officers  here,  he  is 
impressed  with  the  professionalism  of  colleagues  who  also 
served  in  the  Weersing  administration. 

It  is  his  conviction  that  the  American  public  values 
what  is  happening  today  in  private  higher  education  and 
wants  it  to  continue.  He  added: 

"I  believe  the  nation  is  shifting  back  toward  a  smaller 
institutional  setting.  There  was  a  time  when  bigness  seemed 
to  bespeak  a  level  of  excellence.  But  some  of  the  allure  and 
glamour  of  bigness  has  begun  to  fade.  Now,  parents  are 


seeing  that  a  setting  which  emphasizes  academic  excellence 
and  spiritual  values  is  the  type  of  place  they  want  their 
children  to  attend. 

"I  found  that  PC  is  a  church-related  liberal  arts  college 
that  stresses  the  values  important  to  me  both  as  an 
educator  and  a  churchman.  In  addition  to  its  long  tradition 
of  academic  excellence,  this  institution  emphasizes  the 
importance  of  spiritual  development  and  inter-personal 
relationships  among  its  students." 

How  does  Ken  Orr  feel  about  intercollegiate  athletics? 

A  former  football  player,  he  now  enjoys  playing  tennis 
and  following  various  other  sports  with  spectator  interest. 
He  believes  sports  can  be  an  important  part  of  a  student's 
development  as  well  as  a  means  to  channel  the  healthy 
energies  and  enthusiasms  of  young  people.  On  the  other 
hand,  he  feels  it  is  essential  to  keep  athletics  in  proper 
perspective  in  relation  to  the  total  college  program. 

Of  one  thing  Ken  Orr  is  very  sure.  He  sees  the  primary 
mission  of  Presbyterian  College  to  be  the  preparation  of 
young  men  and  women  for  productive  lives  and  careers. 
All  elements  of  the  program  should  contribute  toward  that 
end.  And  he  pledges  his  best  effort  to  assure  that  PC  grows 
stronger  and  stronger  in  fulfillment  of  its  mission.

Renovation,  generous 


Restored  administration  building 
named  for  John  L  Smithes  parents 


PC's  newly  renovated  administration  facility 
is  now  officially  the  Smith  Building  — 
named  for  the  mother  and  father  of 
retired  Greenville  business  executive  John 
I.  Smith.  He  made  a  $100,000  gift  for 
restoration  purposes. 

A  simple  campus  program  in  late  June 
dedicated  the  structure  in  memory  of  parents 
William  Benjamin  Smith  and  Nora  Watson 
Smith.  The  program  also  recognized  John 
I.  Smith  for  his  service  to  Christian  higher 
education  generally  and  to  Presbyterian 
College  in  particular. 

When  John  I.  Smith  retired  in  1968  after  a 
career  with  Abney  Mills,  he  held  the  position 
of  vice-president  in  charge  of  the  Renfrew 
Bleachery  at  Travelers  Rest.  He  also  has 
served  as  a  director  of  the  mill  as  well  as 
a  board  member  of  Liberty  Life 
Corporation,  Shriners  Hospital  and  other 
business  and  civic  institutions.  Besides  being 
an  active  Presbyterian  Church  elder,  he  is  a 
former  grandmaster  of  Masons  in  South 


Carolina  and  the  past  potentate  of  Hejaz 
Shrine  Temple. 

Smith,  a  Davidson  College  graduate, 
served  PC  as  a  leader  of  its  1969  EXCEL 
capital  funds  campaign  and  as  a  member  of 
the  board  of  visitors  from  1967  through 
1975.  He  was  awarded  the  Chairman's  Cup 
for  distinguished  service  in  1970. 

President  Weersing  said  the  generous  gift 
enabled  PC  to  convert  the  building  which 
had  been  both  library  and  administrative 
offices  since  1 942  into  a  structure  designed  to 
accommodate  the  expanded  administra- 
tive needs  of  the  college.  A  new  library 
building  was  erected  in  1974. 

Over  the  years,  as  the  college  grew  larger 
and  services  expanded,  much  of  the 
originally  spacious  downstairs  lobby  had 
been  temporarily  partitioned  into  additional 
offices.  Now,  the  lobby  has  been  restored 
and  former  library  reading  rooms  have  been 
renovated  into  attractive  facilities  for  the 
staff  operations.

Roy  Gresham  estate  provides 
$116,179  to  strengthen  PC 


A  $116,179  gift  came  to  PC  this  summer 
from  the  estate  of  Greenville  area  business 
leader  Roy  B.  Gresham. 

The  check  for  this  amount  was  presented 
to  President  Weersing  by  George  Weathers 
'31  of  Greenville,  who  served  as  co-executor 
of  the  estate  along  with  Gresham's  nephew, 
Joe  A.  Harper  of  Greenville.  Although  the 
gift  was  unrestricted,  college  officials  said  an 
appropriate  campus  facility  will  be  named  in 
Gresham's  memory. 

Weathers,  a  close  friend  of  the  deceased, 
said  Roy  Gresham  was  always  interested  in 
the  religious  growth  of  young  people  and 
was  a  strong  supporter  of  many  church  and 
community  activities.  His  will  also  made 
provision  for  other  causes  he  deemed  worthy 
of  support. 


Born  in  Spartanburg  County,  Gresham 
moved  to  Piedmont  as  a  young  man.  He 
engaged  in  farming  and  real  estate  and  also 
was  active  in  banking  and  mercantile 
operations.  Upon  his  retirement,  he  moved 
to  Greenville,  where  he  was  a  director  of  the 
Southern  Bank  &  Trust  Co.  at  the  time  of  his 
death  at  age  83  on  April  3,  1977.  His  keen 
religious  interest  found  expression  in  his 
service  as  an  elder  in  the  Piedmont 
Presbyterian  Church  and  then  the  Greenville 
Second  Presbyterian  Church. 

Although  he  did  not  attend  Presbyterian 
College,  Roy  Gresham  had  a  brother — the 
late  Paul  Gresham,  a  Presbyterian 
minister — who  was  graduated  from  PC  in 
1915. 


Springs  Foundation  challenges 
alumni  with  $25,000  grant 


A  $25,000  grant  from  the  Frances  Ley 
Springs  Foundation,  Inc.,  of  Lancaster, 
S.  C,  is  available  to  help  renovate  Leroy 
Springs  Gymnasium  if  matched  by  $250,000 
raised  through  the  alumni  campaign  of  the 
Second  Century  Fund. 

This  challenge  gift,  announced  in  July, 
brings  to  $160,000  the  total  subscribed  to 
date  in  the  special  alumni  drive  launched 
last  spring  for  renovation  funds  and 
scholarships. 

The  gymnasium  was  given  to  PC  by 
Colonel  Leroy  Springs  more  than  50  years 
ago.  It  houses  a  swimming  pool,  basketball 
court,  rifle  range  and  space  for  ping-pong, 
pool  and  other  activities. 

The  center  of  all  indoor  sports  functions 
until  PC  built  the  Templeton  Physical 
Education  Center  in  1975,  Springs  Gym- 
nasium now  is  used  for  intramural  sports, 
recreational  purposes  and  for  other  physical 
fitness  needs  of  the  college.  It  serves  a  vital 
need  resulting  from  the  increasing  participa- 


tion of  women  in  these  activities  as  well  as  in 
intercollegiate  sports. 

Foundation  president  Charles  Bundy,  in 
announcing  the  grant,  said: 

"The  Frances  Ley  Springs  Foundation  is 
glad  to  join  with  the  alumni  of  the  college  in 
the  renovation  project.  College  officials  have 
determined  the  building  is  sound  and  can  be 
preserved  for  continued  use.  Not  only 
will  the  building  be  renovated,  but  new 
space  will  be  provided  for  offices,  class- 
rooms and  game  rooms.  It  is  a  very  useful 
project." 

The  Frances  Ley  Springs  Foundation, 
Inc.,  was  created  in  1969  to  make  grants  in 
the  fields  of  recreation,  education,  health 
care,  community  service  and  religion.  H.  W. 
Close  is  chairman  of  its  board  of  directors. 

When  textile  leader  Leroy  Springs  gave 
the  structure  to  Presbyterian  College  in 
1924,  it  ranked  among  the  finest  in  the  South 
and  stood  as  the  pride  of  PC's  small  campus 
plant.

PC  tries  campus  program 
of  international  missions 

An  experimental  program  in  international 
missions  brings  a  furloughed  Presbyterian 
missionary  to  the  campus  as  a  visiting 
professor  for  the  1979-80  academic  year. 

The  Rev.  Homer  Rickabaugh  and  wife, 
missionaries  to  Korea  for  more  than  17 
years,  returned  to  the  United  States  on 
leave  in  time  to  join  the  PC  faculty  in  early 
August. 

In  his  opening  course  this  fall,  he  will 
focus  on  the  history  of  Korea  from  the  roots 
of  its  ancient  civilization  to  the  radical 
changes  of  the  modern  period.  During  the 
second  semester,  he  will  offer  a  religion 
course  on  international  missions. 

The  purpose  of  this  special  trial  program 
is  to  provide  a  missionary  presence  on 
campus — an  experienced  individual  to  visit 
individually  with  students  and  conduct 
programs  as  well  as  to  teach  of  the  country's 
culture  and  the  Biblical  nature  of 
mission  work. 

The  Mary  Lynn  Richardson  Fund  of 
Greensboro.  N.  C.  made  a  $5,000  grant 
to  help  underwrite  the  trial  year. 
Rickabaugh's  salary  continues  from  the 
cooperating  Division  of  International 
Missions  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  US 
during  this  year  of  furlough  from  the  Korean 
mission  field.

PC  has  low  default  rate  on  student  loans 


PC  has  one  of  the  nation's  lowest  default 
rates  among  its  former  students  who 
participated  in  the  National  Direct  Student 
Loan  (NDSL)  program. 

Financial  aid  director  John  Daniluk  said 
the  PC  default  rate  presently  is  5.39  percent 
and  getting  lower.  This  figure  compares  to 
the  national  average  of  17.36  percent  and  the 
South  Carolina  average  of  22  percent. 

The  PC  record  drew  these  comments  in  a 
June  12  letter  from  Leo  L.  Kornfeld,  deputy 
commissioner  for  student  financial 
assistance.  Office  of  Education,  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare: 

"Institutions  such  as  yours  have  dem- 
onstrated that  the  NDSL  program  can  be 
administered  successfully.  Your  success 
now  stands  as  the  model  many  institutions 
can  use  to  improve  program  management. 
I  would  appreciate  your  future  cooperation 
should  we  find  it  advantageous  to  call 
upon  institutions  managing  exemplary 
programs  for  advice." 

Because  of  rising  default  rates  nationally, 
HEW  officials  have  been  concerned  over  the 
adverse  effects  on  the  loan  program  and  plan 


to  base  future  funding  on  institutional 
performance.  Many  colleges  have  resorted 
to  court  action  against  former  students,  but 
PC  has  not  had  to  follow  this  procedure. 

Daniluk  said  that,  under  the  NDSL 
program  since  its  start  in  1959,  more  than 
1,200  Presbyterian  College  students  have 
been  able  to  borrow  approximately  $1.4 
million.  About  $650,000  remains  out- 
standing. Repayment  has  come  in  so 
steadily  that,  for  the  last  five  years, 
the  PC  participation  has  been  on  a  revolving 
basis — enough  funds  being  collected  each 
year  to  make  new  loans  without  getting 
Federal  help. 

The  loan  fund  was  established  under  the 
formula  of  the  Federal  government 
providing  90  percent  and  each  institution  10 
percent.  Its  purpose  is  to  assist  needy 
students  with  low-interest  loans  (up  to 
$1,000  per  year  at  3  percent),  payable  over 
a  ten  year  period  after  graduation. 

Daniluk  said  this  NDSL  program  is  now 
providing  approximately  $100,000  in  loans 
annually  to  some  134  PC  students.

Textbook  errors  corrected 
by  research  of  PC  profs 

The  publishers  of  two  leading  chemistry 
textbooks  are  making  corrections  in  their 
next  editions  after  an  article  by  two  PC 
professors  pointed  to  an  error  in  application. 

Chemistry  chairman  K.  Nolon  Carter  and 
professor  Randolph  B.  Huff  joined  in  the 
research  article  which  was  published  in  last 
January's  issue  of  the  Journal  of  Chemical 
Education.  Entitled  "Second  Derivative 
Curves  and  End-Point  Determination,"  the 
article  discusses  a  common  quantitative 
analysis  and  instrumental  analysis  text- 
book error  in  the  application  of  calculus  to 
analysis  of  titration  data. 

They  also  presented  this  information  last 


fall    at    the    American    Chemical    Society 
meeting  at  Miami  Beach. 

As  a  result,  notification  was  received 
from  the  publishers  of  two  of  the  leading 
textbooks  that  the  next  editions  of  these 
volumes  would  be  corrected  to  conform  to 
the  Carter-Huff  suggestions. 


Chemistry  majors  present 
papers  to  professional  groups 

Two  senior  chemistry  majors  last  spring 
presented  papers  on  their  research  projects 
at  regional  meetings  in  the  southeastern 
United  States. 

Debra  D.  Sollee  of  Perry  joined  professors 
K.  Nolon  Carter  and  Randolph  B.  Huff  in 
making  a  presentation  before  the  52nd 
annual  meeting  of  the  South  Carolina 
Academy  of  Science.  She  did  much  of  the 
research  on  the  work  entitled  "Distribution 
of  Manganese  in  Roadside  Soil" — a  report 
on  the  relative  concentrations  of  the  element 
manganese  in  soil  adjacent  to  Interstate  26. 

Alex  Steel  of  Norcross,  Ga.,  made  his 
appearance  before  the  southeastern  regional 
meeting  of  the  American  Chemical  Society 
Student  Affiliates.  His  paper  was  en- 
titled "The  Reaction  of  2-(6-MethyIpyridyl) 
-2'-(4-Methylthiazoly  1  jamine  and  the 
Copper(ll)  Ion."  This  research — directed  by 
his  professor.  Dr.  Ed  Gouge — resulted  in  the 
discovery  of  a  chemical  change  that  can 
be  used  to  detect  visually  copper  ion  in 
concentrations  as  low  as  six  parts  copper  in 
one  million  parts  of  solution.

After  several  days  in  the  wilds 
of  Ecuador,  the  PC  study-tour 
set  sail  aboard  the  Iguana  for 
the  Galapagos  Islands  and  further 
research  into  tropical  life. 


Tropical  ecology  studied: 

Crocodiles,  sea  lions,  abundant 
birds  and  jungle  rainforests 


Elizabeth  Bogg's  eyes  widened  as  the  night 
light  shone  on  the  diamond-shaped  iris  of  the 
ten-foot  crocodile.  The  creature  moved  close 
to  the  boat — deep  in  the  Amazon  rain- 
forest— floated  there  menacingly  and  then 
silently  disappeared  under  the  dark  waters. 

It  was  long  enough  for  Elizabeth  and  some 
of  her  Presbyterian  College  classmates 
to  glimpse  this  bit  of  crocodile  activity  in 
its  natural,  tropical  habitat.  They  were  there 
hunting  crocodiles,  capturing  young  ones 
and  studying  the  mothers'  behavior. 

Twenty-five  persons  last  May  embarked 
on  the  19-day  biology  study-tour  to 
investigate  the  fauna  and  flora  of  Ecuador 
and   the  Galapagos   Islands.   The  group's 


leader,    professor    Fred    James,    said    of 
the  trip: 

"The  first  ten  days  were  spent  as  guests  of 
biologist  and  missionary  Wayne  Fitch  and 
wife  Joanne.  They  introduced  us  to  the 
culture,  geography,  and  tropical  life  in  and 
around  Quito,  the  capital  of  Ecuador.  Our 
group  then  flew  into  the  Amazon  jungle, 
where  we  spent  one  day  canoeing  down  the 
Napo  River  observing  the  unique  plant  and 
animal  life,  swimming  with  piranhas, 
hunting  and  capturing  crocodiles  at  night. 
We  also  had  the  opportunity  to  observe 
the  Wycliffe  missionaries  ministering  to  the 
needs  of  the  Indian  people  in  the  Amazon 
jungle." 


A  15-hour  train  ride  from  Quito  carried 
the  group  from  9,300  feet  to  sea  level  at  the 
coastal  town  of  Guayaquil.  It  afforded 
spectacular  views  of  snow-covered  active 
volcanoes,  women  washing  colorful  ponchos 
in  stream  beds,  men  putting  down  new  track 
just  ahead  of  the  train  to  cross  bridges, 
dramatic  landscape  changes  and  a  chance  to 
observe  a  bird  population  with  more  species 
than  in  all  of  North  America. 

The  expedition  then  moved  on  to  the 
Galapagos  Islands,  named  in  Spanish  for 
the  giant  land  turtles  that  still  roam  the 
area.  An  eight-day  boat  trip  through  the 
Islands  showed  why  the  Galapagos  had 
served  as  the  inspiration  for  Charles 
Darwin's  theories  on  evolution.  Dr.  James 
said: 

"Wildlife  on  land  was  so  abundant  we  had 
to  be  careful  not  to  step  on  the  birds,  lizards 
and  sea  lions.  And  our  students  were 
introduced  to  a  wondrous  underwater  world 
around  these  Islands.  They  went  snorkeling 
into  selected  waters  to  view  closeup  the  many 
reef  fish,  black-tipped  sharks,  penguins,  sea 
lions,  marine  lizards  and  playful  fur  seals." 

This  study  tour,  carrying  three  hours  of 
academic  credit,  was  under  joint  sponsor- 
ship of  Presbyterian  College  and  the 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Universities  for 
International  Intercultural  Studies. 


Smilax  by  any  other  name:  James,  no  less 


Having  a  plant  species  named  for  you  is  a 
rare  distinction,  so  imagine  Dr.  Fred  James' 
surprise  when  he  was  introduced  to:  Smilax 
Jamesii. 

The  compliment  was  bestowed  by  G. 
Ansley  Wallace  of  the  Clemson  University 
botany  department,  who  discovered  the 
overlooked  new  species  while  doing 
research  into  northern  California  plant  life. 

Wallace's  description  covers  a  page  in  the 
most  recent  issue  of  Britionia,  official 
publication  of  the  New  York  Botanical 
Garden,  He  wrote  in  part: 

"During     examination     of     herbarium 


specimens  for  a  biosystematic  study  of  the 
woody  Smilax  species  ot  the  United  States, 
several  specimens  were  found  in  collections 
from  California  that  represent  a  hitherto 
unnoticed  species  of  herbaceous  Smilax.  It 
is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  name  this  species 
in  honor  of  Dr.  Fred  James  of  Presbyterian 
College,  Clinton,  S.  C,  who  first  sparked 
my  interest  in  botany  while  an  instructor  at 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill." 

Not  long  after  teaching  Wallace  at  UNC, 
James  came  to  PC  where  he  is  now  professor 
of  biology.

Offensive 
guns 

stronger  for  '79  Blue  Hose 


Cally  Gault  faces  a  good  kind  of  problem: 
trying  to  hold  back  the  optimism  over  his 
1979  football  prospects. 

If  this  has  a  familiar  ring,  past  records 
prove  the  positive-thinking  head  coach 
an  accurate  prognosticator. 

"Everything  points  to  the  fact  we  will  have 
another  fine  team,"  he  said,  "but  we  don't 
want  to  get  over-exuberant.  After  all,  it  will 
be  difficult  to  repeat  the  last  two  seasons 
in  terms  of  record." 

Those  statistics  read  7-3-1  for  1977  and 
8-2-1  for  1978.  The  latter  included  co- 
championship  (with  Elon)  of  the  South 
Atlantic  Conference,  perhaps  the  NAIA's 
fastest  league. 

Gault  believes  the  same  successful  in- 
gredients of  the  last  two  years  are  present 
in  abundant  supply  as  the  Blue  Hose  prepare 
for  the  next  campaign.  These  include  some 
excellent  individual  performers,  outstanding 
leadership  from  the  captains  and  senior 
players,  and  a  fierce  team  spirit  to  keep 
the  Presbyterian  College  banner  flying  high. 

He  also  points  to  a  football-smart,  closely 
knit  staff  composed  of  Bob  Strock  (defensive 
backs),  John  Perry  '72  (offensive  line), 
Elliott  Poss  '71  (defensive  line)  and  Wayne 
Renwick  '73  (receivers). 

Two  all-time  great  linemen 

Heading  the  individual  stars,  offensive 
tackle  Roy  Walker  of  Clinton  and  defensive 
end  Jim  McCoun  of  Decatur,  Ga.,  just  may 
be  the  best  two  at  their  positions  ever  to  wear 
the  PC  uniform. 

The  6-3,  225-pound  Walker  last  year  as  a 
junior  made  All-America  on  the  prestigious 
American  Football  Coaches  Association- 
Kodak  team.  He  should  pick  up  even  more 
honors  this  season  as  he  guns  for  a  pro 
career. 

The  aggressive  defensive  play  of  McCoun 
already  has  earned  this  6-2,  210-pound 
senior  all-conference  selection  the  last 
two  years.  He  can  simply  dominate  the  line 
of  scrimmage.  He  and  Walker  and  offensive 
guard  Bruce  Ollis  were  chosen  by  their 
teammates  to  be  1979  captains. 

Quarterback  Jimmy  Spence  of  Lexington, 
S.  C,  as  a  sophomore  last  year,  set  a  PC 
passing  accuracy  record  (58.7%)  and  earned 
the  conference  "offensive  player-of-the- 
year"  award.  But  he  suffered  a  spring 
14  practice  knee  injury  that  required  surgery. 


If,  as  now  diagnosed,  Spence  is  back  in  top 
shape,  he  will  key  the  attack  with  a  deceptive 
mixture  of  running  and  passing. 

Another  record-setter — on  the  receiving 
end  of  Spence  aerials — is  split-end  Jesse 
Cason  of  Orlando,  Fla.  This  leaping,  soft- 
handed  junior  put  the  new  mark  of  46 
receptions  into  the  PC  book  last  year. 

Workhorse  of  the  running  game  will  be 
tailback  Clayto  Burke,  195-pound  three- 
year  letterman  from  Macon,  Ga.  A  combi- 
nation of  elusive  speed  and  power,  he 
churned  up  92 1  rushing  yards  last  year  for  a 
3.8  per-carry  average. 

On  paper  the  Blue  Hose  offense  looks 
especially  strong,  with  most  of  the  1979 
starters  returning.  Gault  said: 

"This  backfield  overall  may  be  our  fastest 
and  largest.  And,  certainly,  it  has  the  best 
depth  of  any  in  my  16  years  at  PC.  Although 
we  will  still  throw  the  football  a  lot,  we  do 
have  the  kind  of  big  backs  and  solid  line 
that  should  enable  us  to  establish  the 
ground  game  first." 

Besides  Spence  and  Burke,  the  backfield 
will  see  both  Walt  Atkins  of  Greenville  and 
Ben  Hood  of  Greensboro,  Ga.,  getting 
action  at  fullback — along  with  Jimmy 
Chupp  of  Doraville,  Ga. — and  Jay  Byars 
of  Cayce  earning  his  fourth  letter  as  a 
flanker.  Ready  to  relieve  Spence  at  quarter- 
back are  Ward  Gatlin  of  Conway  and 
Donald  Porter  of  Washington.  D.  C,  who  is 
also  a  capable  flanker  and  punt-returner. 

Coach  Gault  also  takes  special  pride  in  the 
offensive  line,  where  all  positions  except 
center  are  secured  by  experienced  men. 
Paired  opposite  Roy  Walker  at  the  other 
tackle  is  Gene  Harper  of  Eatonton,  Ga., 
PC's    biggest    ever   at    255    pounds.    And

opposite  split  end  Cason  is  tight  end 
Danny  Thornton  of  Washington,  Ga.,  a 
veteran  with  sure  blocking  skill.  Of  the 
guards,  Gault  said: 

PC  has  always  had  quick,  fast  guards. 
They  make  our  trap  plays  work,  and  they 
have  the  speed  to  pull  in  front  of  the  ball- 
carrier on  wide  plays.  This  year,  our 
guards  will  be  somewhat  bigger  and  more 
experienced,  with  Bruce  Ollis  and  Barry 
Taylor  of  Durham,  N.  C,  back  as  starters." 

What  about  the  question  mark  at 
offensive  center?  Right  now,  Frank  Kube 
of  Orlando,  Fla.,  and  Jarrold  Reeves  of 
Avondale  Estates,  Ga.,  battle  to  fill  the 
hole.  They  have  promise  but  lack  experience. 

By  pre-season  calculations,  much  of  the 
Blue  Hose  defense  would  seem  cause  for 
worry — with  just  four  returning  starters 
of  last  year.  Even  so,  Cally  Gault  views 
the  situation  with  confidence: 

"We  lost  some  good  ones  to  graduation, 
but  we  also  had  a  very  fine  spring  practice. 
Although  few  of  our  defensive  people  have 
even  played  in  college  competition,  they 
showed  up  well  against  the  PC  offense  last 
spring — and  that's  saying  something.  We 
believe  they  will  stand  up,  will  maintain 
our  tradition  of  strong  defense." 

This  could  be  Mark  Kay's  year 

Besides  end  Jim  McCoun,  the  key 
veterans  returning  to  the  defensive  front 
line  are:  defensive  tackle  Mark  Kay,  strong 
245-pounder  from  Anderson  who  alternated 
as  a  third  tackle  the  past  two  years;  and 
middle  guard  Joe  Grant  of  Charleston,  quick 
and  aggressive  starter  as  a  sophomore  last 
season.  Senior  Leonard  Howard  of 
Doraville,  Ga.,  backs  up  Grant. 

What  about  the  other  end  and  tackle? 
Competing  for  the  flank  position  opposite 
McCoun  are  Joe  Lane  of  Tallahassee,  Hugh 
Bailey  of  Liberty  and  Mark  Wheless  of 
Clearwater,  Fla.  Chris  Williams  of 
Lawrenceville,  Ga.,  or  transfer  Reece 
Ammons  of  Darlington  should  handle  the 
other  defensive  tackle  slot. 

With  both  linebacker  positions  emptied 
by  graduation,  experience  here  is  limited  to 
Steve  Stalvey  of  Waycross,  Ga.,  a  letter- 
man  substitute,  and  Greenville's  Larry 
Bridges,  who  has  functioned  mainly  as  a 
place-kicker  in  the  past. 

PC's  defensive  secondary  has  two  out-

standing  returnees  in  strong  safety  Erskine 
Reed  of  Orangeburg  and  Columbia's 
Heyward  Hinton  at  corner  back.  Both  are 
large  and  fast,  mixing  good  pass-coverage 
with  the  ability  to  move  up  quickly  and 
tackle  well  on  running  plays. 

The  quest  for  the  other  cornerback 
points  mainly  to  sophomore  Joe 
Mooneyham  of  Pauline  and  Hal  Brannen  of 
Unadilla,  Ga.,  while  the  free  safety  assign- 
ment seems  to  be  a  tossup  between  Willie 
Cooper  of  Gable  and  Alan  Gaston  of 
Carrollton,  Ga. 

Last  year,  the  strength  was  at  defense. 
The  offense  replaced  its  pre-season  question 
mark  with  a  big  exclamation  point. 
Optimistic  Cally  Gault  believes  the  opposite 
will  be  true  this  year. 

As  he  did  last  year,  he  predicts  a  con- 
ference championship  in  1979.  Other 
coaches  seem  to  agree — giving  PC  a  slight 
edge  over  Elon,  with  whom  the  Blue  Hose 
shared  the  crown  last  year. 

It  will  be  a  perilous  way,  since  each  team 
anticipates  improvement.  But  before  the 
conference  competition  even  gets  underway, 
Presbyterian  will  face  its  two  toughest 
opponents  of  the  year  on  their  home  fields: 
opening  with  The  Citadel  and  then  tackling 
Furman  the  next  weekend.  Both  rate  as 
strong  contenders  for  the  Southern  Con- 
ference title.

Can  a  young  team  in  PC's  youngest 
sport  find  success  this  fall? 

That's  the  question  new  coach  Tom 
Stallworth  '55  ponders  as  he  prepares  to 
lead  the  Blue  Hose  soccer  team  into  its  third 
season  of  intercollegiate  play.  He  took  over 
in  time  for  spring  practice,  mixing  the  job 
with  his  regular  assignment  as  associate 
professor  of  religion. 

"We  had  a  good  spring  workout,"  he 
said,  "with  plenty  of  spirit  and  enthusiasm. 
I  expect  about  20  of  those  players  to  be 
back — plus  eight  or  ten  freshmen.  Several  of 
the  freshmen  will  arrive  with  very  good  high 
school  experience." 

Although  most  of  the  1979  team  are  just 
sophomores,  they  played  a  great  deal  as 
freshmen  last  year  and  have  experience 
working  together.  This  factor  and  good 
physical  condition  are  the  key  elements 
Stallworth  counts  on  for  improving  the 
record  of  soccer's  first  two  years  here. 

The  co-captains  are  center  back  Palmer 
Shaw  of  Carlisle  Barracks,  Pa.,  and  forward 
Jeff  Wilson  of  Atlanta.  Other  standout 
performers  include:  goalie  John  Womack  of 
Orlando,  Fla.,  who  came  in  for  high  praise 
against  the  strong  Carolina  team  last  year; 


mid-fielder  Louis  Redmond  of  Dunwoody, 
Ga.;  forwards  Keith  Nicosia  of  Rock  Hill 
and  Marshall  Vann  of  Trenton;  and  goalie 
Mitch  Poe  of  Greenville. 

Stallworth  pointed  out  that  soccer  is 
making  great  strides  in  South  Carolina, 
with  all  colleges  getting  better  and  many 
of  them  now  offering  scholarships. 

The  Blue  Hose,  with  14  matches  on  tap, 
expect  to  improve  the  3-12  record  of  1978. 

Veteran  squad  returns 
for  women's  volleyball 

As  women's  volleyball  enters  its  fourth 
season  of  varsity  play,  the  search  is  still  on 
for  height  to  offset  the  taller  opposition 
encountered  on  almost  every  court.

"Our  team  has  a  great  competitive 
spirit,"  Coach  Simmons  said.  "The  players 
give  100  percent  effort.  But  most  of  our 
opponents  are  taller,  a  real  advantage  in 
spiking  and  in  blocking  our  shots."

Marc  Weersing 

At  was  a  full,  emotion-packed  day  for  Marc  Weersing. 

Besides  presiding  over  his  final  Commencement  at 
Presbyterian  College,  the  retiring  president  received  an 
honorary  doctor  of  humanities  degree  and  preached  the 
morning  baccalaureate  sermon  to  173  graduating  seniors. 

For  the  16th  time,  heand  wife  Jean  Barry  entertained  the 
graduating  class  and  families  at  the  senior  reception. 
Appropriately  enough  for  the  man  who  introduced  full 
coeducation  into  the  PC  program,  his  last  exercises 
saw  women  graduating  in  record  numbers — the  81  total 
representing  almost  half  of  the  entire  class. 

Building  his  sermon  around  the  Biblical  passage 
"Blessed  are  the  meek  for  they  shall  inherit  the  earth,"  Dr. 
Weersing  said: 

"Meekness,  then,  means  the  conscious  adoption  of  a 
goal,  principle  or  purpose  which  will  produce  happiness,  will 
create  true  self-realization  as  well  as  the  glory  of  God  and 
blessing  of  people.  All  of  our  capacities  under  control  for  a 
purpose,  for  a  noble  end  to  be  achieved." 

Marc  Weersing  pointed  out  that  "the  problem  of  our 
times  is  not  academic,  does  not  have  to  do  with  courses  of 
study.  These  we  can  manage.  The  problem  is  we  have  not

learned  to  deal  with  our  emotions.  If  we  can  control  our 
emotions,  we  can  find  the  answers.  Education  must  once 
again  turn  to  teaching  and  learning  with  the  whole  person  in 
mind." 

And  he  added:  "Small  wonder  that  a  leading  national 
magazine  reported,  through  a  survey,  that  three  attributes 
most  required  for  leadership  in  our  time  are  moral  integrity, 
courage  and  common  sense." 

A  capacity  crowd  of  parents  and  friends  of  the 
graduating  seniors  were  on  hand  for  PC's  96th 
Commencement  exercises  held  in  Belk  Auditorium. 

They  also  heard  the  Commencement  address  by 
Washington  management  consultant  and  former  World 
Bank  official  Erie  Cocke,  Jr.,  who  received  an  honorary 
doctor  of  business  administration  degree  at  this  time.  He 
said: 

"In  these  days  of  uneasiness  and  uncertainty,  the  melding 
of  God  and  country  and  intellectual  improvement  should  be 
encouraged.  I  do  not  advocate  mingling  church  and  state  in  a 
manner  contrary  to  our  American  traditions.  But  I  do  point 
to  our  Christian  colleges  such  as  PC  as  a  partial  answer  to 
the  problems  which  beset  our  nation." 

Other  honorary  degrees  went  to  J.  Austin  Dilbeck, 
retired  Atlanta  insurance  executive  and  former  PC  trustee 
chairman;  and  the  Rev.  Bobby  E.  Pettit  '59,  minister  of 
Anderson's  First  Presbyterian  Church.

Weersing  citation  pays  tribute  to  his  Presbyterian  College  years 


On  behalf  of  the  Presbyterian  College  board  of  trustees 
and  faculty,  we  take  great  pleasure  in  presenting  for 
the  honorary  degree  of  doctor  of  humanities.  Marc 
Calvin  Weersing,  now  completing  his  1 6th  year  as  president 
of  this  institution. 

Marc  Weersing  will  retire  from  office  at  the  end  of 
June.  His  tenure  here  is  unprecedented  in  the  99-year 
history  of  PC — bringing  growth,  stability,  and  expanded 
influence  to  the  College  as  it  prepares  to  enter  a  second 
century  of  service. 

During  the  Weersing  years,  Presbyterian  became  fully 
coeducational.  The  size  of  the  faculty  and  student  body 
almost  doubled.

Gift  honors  James  Skelton's  work  as  chaplain 


"Given  to  the  glory  of  God  and  in  appreciation  of 
Chaplain  James  H.  Skelton  for  many  years  of  service 
at  Western  North  Carolina  Hospital." 

These  words  are  inscribed  on  the  large  stained- 
glass  window  presented  to  the  hospital  chapel 
recently  to  honor  the  work  of  James  H.  Skelton,  Jr. 
'40,  who  has  served  there  for  more  than  27  years. 

A  native  of  Anderson,  Ske'ton  went  directly  from 
PC  to  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia  for 
his  divinity  degree.  He  then  put  in  three  years  in  the 
World  War  II  Navy,  serving  as  a  ship's  chaplain  in 
the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  after  acquiring  his  chaplaincy 
training  at  Princeton  Seminary.

A  Dallas  lawyer  whose  client  has  a  forgery  complaint 
probably  will  call  upon  Dr.  G.  Cooley  (Tom)  Nabors 
'43  to  provide  authoritative  testimony  in  questioned 
document  examination.  Or  the  matter  may  involve 
poison  pen  letters,  a  contested  will  or  the  like. 

Whatever  the  case.  Nabors  has  made  himself  so 
expert  in  the  field  that  he  now  qualifies  to  testify 
in  the  courts  of  Texas  and  Oklahoma.  Only  one 
other  person  in  Dallas  can  do  this  kind  of  work. 

All  of  which  may  not  seem  that  remarkable— until 
you  consider  that  it's  simply  an  interesting  hobby 
for  a  busy  specialist  in  obstetrics  and  gynecology. 
Dr.  G.  C.  Nabors,  a  diplomate  of  the  American  Board 
of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  is  also  a  clinical 
professor  on  the  medical  school  faculty  and  former 
chief  of  ObG  at  St.  Paul  Hospital.  In  addition,  he 
has  written  many  articles  for  medical  journals  and 
lectured  widely  on  his  fields  of  interest. 

One  of  those  fields,  offenng  a  diversion  from  his 
busy  medical  schedule,  opened  up  in  1965  when  he 
took  a  correspondence  course  in  handwriting  analysis 
from  the  International  Graphoanalysis  Society  in 
Chicago.  It  is  basically  a  projective  technique  for 
determining  personality  traits.  Besides  finding  it 
personally  amusing,  Nabors  has  taught  courses  in  it  at 
the  Y,  the  local  junior  college  and  at  North  Texas 
State  University.  And  he  has  deepened  his  own 
knowledge  by  taking  the  rigorous  master's  course 
in  this  field. 


Dr.  Nabors  then  used  his  training  in  handwriting 
to  spring  a  "career"  in  questioned  document 
examination.  He  said: 

"Much  questioned  document  work  involves  the 
typewriter,  which,  to  the  surprise  of  most  people, 
is  the  easiest  of  all  detection.  All  one  has  to  do  is 
look  at  it  under  the  microscope  and  see  the  fiaws  in  the 
metal  that  makes  the  letters.  My  40  years  of  using 
the  microscope  makes  that  easy  enough. 

"Questioned  document  evidence  to  the  courts  is 
'opinion'  evidence  only.  That,  in  a  way,  is  bad,  because 
the  charlatans  tend  to  testify  for  the  benefit  of  their 
clients  rather  than  offering  some  sort  of  studied  judg- 
ment. It  didn't  take  any  training  for  me  to  be  able 
to  say  to  my  client:  'I  don't  think  you  have  a  case,' 
or  'I  can't  prove  this  to  a  reasonable  degree  for  a  jury 
to  understand.' 

"As  a  result,  relatively  few  cases  actually  get  to 
court.  If  my  opinion  is  opposite  to  their  welfare, 
obviously,  they  don't  want  me  to  testify.  If  my 
examination  is  favorable  and  they  present  the  evidence 
to  their  foe,  and  he  is  guilty,  they  quickly  settle  out  of 
court.  So  a  great  deal  of  the  testimony  is  in  the  form 
of  an  opinion  in  a  letter.  Or  at  times,  a  court 
reporter  will  come  to  me  for  an  oral  deposition  that  is 
written  and  presented  at  the  court— especially  in 
cases  that  are  not  criminal  or  involve  a  big  stake."

Alumni  opinion: 


High  marks  for  PC 
and  its  programs 


Alumni  think  so  positively  about  Presby- 
terian College  that  99  percent  of  those 
returning  surveys  indicate  they  would  rec- 
ommend the  college  to  prospective  students. 
Eighty-four  percent  said  they  would  help 
with  recruitment. 

Questionnaires  were  sent  out  to  all  alumni 
earlier  this  year  seeking  opinions  and 
comments  on  several  areas  of  the  PC 
program.  Tabulation  of  responses  to  the 
main  categories  is  indicated  at  right. 

Ninety-five  percent  have  a  positive  to 
very  positive  attitude  toward  PC,  and  70 
percent  feel  the  college  experience  helped 
substantially  in  career  preparation. 

The  total  alumni  program  received  ratings 
of  good  to  excellent  from  95  percent  of 
the  respondents,  while  Annual  Giving 
scored  100  percent  in  these  combined 
categories.  Almost  all  surveys  indicate  the 
PC  magazine  is  read  regularly  (96  percent) 
and  rather  comprehensively  (89  percent).  It 
draws  a  good  to  excellent  rating  from  98 
percent.  As  to  contents,  news  about  alumni 
is  preferred  by  a  wide  measure. 

Because  active  alumni  participants  may 
have  been  more  likely  to  return  this  survey, 
it  probably  leans  more  on  the  positive  side 
than  would  a  scientific  testing  by  random 
selection.  On  the  other  hand,  every  alumnus 
did  have  the  opportunity  to  score  his  or  her 
points  and  to  make  suggestions.  The  survey 
drew  a  good  response.

As  a  special  Centennial  alumni  event,  the  PC 
Alumni  Tour  next  summer  will  go  to  Bavaria 
and  include  one  day  in  Oberammergau  for 
the  world-famous  Passion  Play. 

The  trip  is  scheduled  for  July  10-18, 
1980— with  flight  by  DC-8  chartered  jet  out 
of  Columbia  (S.C.)  Airport  in  conjunction 
with  other  college  groups.  It  provides 
an  inexpensive  way  to  spend  eight  days  and 
seven  nights  in  beautiful,  historic  Bavaria 
and  surrounding  areas. 

This  early  announcement  results  from  the 
international  interest  in  the  play,  which  has 
been  performed  every  ten  years  since  the 
17th  century  when  the  plague  ravaged 
Germany.  The  elders  of  Oberammergau,  in 
praying  to  be  spared,  vowed  to  stage  a  play 
of  Christ's  life  every  ten  years.  The  town 
was  spared,  and  the  play  has  been  performed 
ever  since  that  time. 
30       Although  a  hiehlieht   the  play  represents 


only  a  single  day  and  one  event  on  the 
crowded  schedule  of  this  tour. 

Eighty  places  have  been  set  aside  for 
Presbyterian  College.  Because  of  the  interest 
and  space  limitations,  alumni  and  par- 
ticipants in  previous  PC  tours  will  be  given 
priority  in  making  reservations.  More 
detailed  information  will  be  provided  by  the 
Alumni  office.  Meanwhile,  early  response  is 
encouraged. 

As  in  the  past,  PC's  Centennial  Alumni 
Tour  will  offer  two  options  at  different 
prices.  The  cost  of  each  option  includes 
the  overseas  flight,  accommodations  in 
tourist-style  inns,  daily  breakfast  and 
dinner,  a  ticket  to  the  Passion  Play  and  pre- 
trip  services.

PC  goes  to  England  and  Scotland 


The  beautiful  English  countryside,  Edin- 
burgh and  the  congenial  group  of  PC 
people — these  things  stood  out  especially  in 
the  appraisal  of  those  persons  taking  the 
1979  Alumni  Tour  in  June. 

Sixty-three  men  and  women — ranging  in 
age  from  18  to  80 — composed  the  Presby- 
terian College  contingent.  They  represented 
the  second  largest  college  group  on  the 
chartered  DC-8  which  flew  out  of  Columbia 
Airport  with  251  aboard  from  eight  area 
colleges  and  universities. 

Among  the  PC  travelers,  53  selected  the 
guided  bus  tour  that  moved  from  London, 
through  much  of  England,  into  Scotland 
and  then  back  to  London  via  a  luncheon  stop 
in  Wales.  Ten  people  chose  the  option  to 
center  their  activities  in  London,  with  side 
trips  to  key  places  of  their  own  choosing. 

The  1,200-mile  bus  tour  began  with  visits 
to  Windsor  Castle,  Oxford  University, 
Churchill's  grave  and  an  overnight  stay  in 
Shakespeare's  Stratford-upon-Avon.  Then 
came  the  industrial  Midlands,  York  with 
its  medieval  gates  and  lovely  Yorkminster 
cathedral,  a  night  in  the  Victorian  spa  town 
of  Harrogate  and  a  visit  to  the  Norman 
castle  in  Durham  and  George  Washington's 
ancestral  home. 

Crossing  the  border  into  the  Scottish 
lowlands  and  Cheviot  Hills,  the  group 
stopped  by  Sir  Walter  Scott's  Abbotsford 
home  before  settling  into  Edinburgh  for  a 
two-night  stay.  Here  the  features  included 
historic  Edinburgh  Castle  and  Holyrood 
House,  residence  of  the  Queen  when  in  the 


city,  the  shops  of  Princes  Street  and  a 
colorful  dinner  program  of  traditional 
Scottish  entertainment. 

Back  into  England,  a  swing  through  the 
Lake  District  and  to  Wordsworth's  Gras- 
mere  cottage  was  followed  by  the  overnight 
at  Carlisle,  an  industrial  town  once  im- 
portant as  a  border  fortress.  A  stop  in 
Chester  featured  its  Roman  wall  and  amphi- 
theatre and  two-level  shops  dating  from  the 
Middle  Ages.  From  here,  the  tour  moved 
into  North  Wales  to  the  quaint  little  town 
of  Llangollen,  scene  of  the  International 
Eisteddfod,  and  then  back  to  London. 

The  ten  PC  people  who  remained  in 
London  enjoyed  getting  to  see  this  historic 
world  capital  in  more  detail  and  taking 
optional  daily  trips  to  nearby  points  of 
interest.  And  a  few  seized  the  opportunity 
to  cross  the  channel  for  two  days  in  Paris. 

Not  every  accommodation  was  perfect; 
not  every  schedule  came  off  on  time.  But, 
overall,  participants  in  PC's  1979  Alumni 
Tour  gave  it  a  ringing  endorsement  of  "ex- 
cellent" and  a  rating  of  "high  value"  for  the 
cost  incurred.  Many  expressed  interest  in 
the  1980  trip.

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Neely  McCarter  '50: 

He  heads  Pacific  School  of  Religion 


Neely  McCarter  '50  looks  forward  to  the  special  challenge  of  his  new  job 
as  president  of  Pacific  School  of  Religion  in  Berkeley,  Cahf. 

He  began  his  work  there  on  July  1,  becoming  the  eighth  president  of  this 
interdenominational  school  which  ranks  among  California's  oldest  (1866) 
institutions  of  higher  education.  He  said: 

"I  am  excited  about  being  a  part  of  a  theological  school  which  operates 
from  an  ecumenical  perspective,  which  takes  seriously  the  scriptures  and 
tradition  of  the  Church.  The  West  Coast  of  the  United  States  may  be  50  years 
ahead  of  the  rest  of  the  nation  in  terms  of  societal  patterns,  life  styles  and  living 
with  genuine  pluralism.  My  hope  is  that  PSR,  located  as  it  is  in  this  milieu,  will 
develop  new  forms  of  witness  as  a  kind  of  'parable'  for  the  rest  of  the  Church." 

Dr.  McCarter  moved  into  his  new  position  after  serving  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia  as  professor  of  Christian  education  since  1966  and  its 
dean  since  1974.  Earlier  in  his  career,  he  was  on  the  Columbia 
Seminary  faculty  for  five  years  (1961-66)  after  five  years  as  Presbyterian 
pastor  at  the  University  of  Florida. 

A  native  of  Gastonia,  N.C.,  Neely  McCarter  was  a  Who's  Who  student 
leader  at  Presbyterian  College,  where  he  earned  his  BA  degree  with  honors 
in  1950.  He  went  on  to  get  his  BD  from  Columbia  Seminary,  ThM  from 
Union  Seminary  and  both  his  MA  and  PhD  degrees  from  Yale  University.  He 
also  engaged  in  post-doctoral  studies  at  Columbia  University. 

Dr.  McCarter  is  the  author  of  three  books — Hear  the  Word  of  the  Lord, 
Help  Me  Understand,  Lord,  and  Designing  Theological  Curriculum — and  is  co- 
author of  The  Gospel  on  Campus.Ue  has  been  active  on  boards  and  committees 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  US  and  been  a  representative  to  the  North  American 
Branch  of  the  World  Alliance  of  Reformed  Churches.  He  and  his  wife,  the  former 
Jean  Maxwell,  have  a  son  and  two  daughters.  New  address:  2357  LeConte  Ave.,
